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How the Name Originated 


The name 2-Point is a good one. This is proven by the 
frequent inquiries we receive as to why it is so called.

Asbestos in the Union of 
South Africa 


By A. G. Pryce WituiMs. B. Sc. 


History. 

Asbestos occurrences of economic value are distributed 
over a considerable portion of the Union of South Africa 
and the country is probably unique in the wide variety of 
commercially valuable fibres it yields and their wide geo- 
graphical range. 

The history of the industry commences with the for- 
mation of the Cape Asbestos Company and the mining of 
blue asbestos in the Cape Province in 1891. The im- 
mense area of the deposit and its economic importance were 
at onee recognized and, the undertaking being liberally 
financed, all preliminary difficulties were finally overcome 
and an unfamiliar and entirely new type of fibre gradually 
but steadily infringed on the monopoly hitherto held by 
Canadian producers. Four years later the chrysotile de- 
posits of the Caroline district began to be exploited, fol- 
lowed by the discovery of Amosite in the Transvaal. In 
1911 the total production and export of asbestos from the 
Union of South Africa was valued at £10,000 rising yearly 
to over £20,000 during the first year of the War. The in- 
creased demand for all classes of fibre, incident to war con- 
ditions, and the greater latitude of grading and quality al- 
lowed by manufacturers, established existing mines on a 
sound producing basis and stimulated prospecting for new 
fields and the more vigorous exploitation of known ones, to 
such an extent that by the end of 1916 the output had in- 
creased to £83,000. In recent years, despite the world 
slump the industry has maintained its position. Factories 
for the fabrication of asbestos articles have been erected at 
Cape Town, Durban and Johannesburg and low grade 
fibres, hitherto unpayable, are now profitably mined and 
utilized locally for asbestos-cement products, flooring. pipe 
and steam lagging. 

Deposits of the Cape Province, 

Crocidolite, commonly known as Cape Blue, a silicate 
of iron and sodium, is the only variety of fibre of com- 
mercial importance produced within the limits of the Cape

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Provinee. The deposit is restricted to the Northern part of 
the territory and forms a narrow belt 250 miles long with a 
maximum width of 30 miles. It is probably the most ex- 
tensive deposit known and certainly holds premier place as 
a producer of crocidolite. 

Discoveries of chrysotile have been reported from var- 
ious parts of the Cape Province but appear to be too small 
to be of commercial value. The writer saw a deposit in the 
Postmasburg district where chrysotile occurred in an 
altered dolomite in contact with a basic dyke and was so 
widely distributed that further prospecting may discover

this to be a payable field. A company was recently formed 
to exploit another deposit in Swazieland. 

Crocidolite occurs as interbedded cross fibre veins tra- 
versing the Lower Griqua Town series of ferruginous jas- 
pers and banded magnetic ironstones. Altho the fibre belt 
represents an uninterrupted succession with no essential 
differences in mode of occurrence of the fibre, the deposits 
are usually classified in two sections, the Northern and the 
Southern. The Southern section extends from south of the 
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Orange River to Griqua Town and includes all the work- 
ings of the Cape Asbestos Company, the Carn Brea Syndi- 
eate (recently leased by Cape Asbestos Company) and 
others. This was the first section to be exploited and is 
most advanced as regards mining operations. The North- 
ern section extends from Griqua Town in the South to a 
little north of Kuraman and the preliminary exploitation 
of this area is due to the Northern Asbestos Company which 
for a long time ranked next to the Cape Asbestos Company 
as a producer. There are at present no notably large mines 
producing in this section but a number of smaller com- 
panies and individual workers have operated here for about 
fifteen years. The fibre zones are irregularly distributed, 
less continuous and contain a greater proportion of harsh 
and discolored fibre of small value. The length of fibre is 
also very variable and individual seams rarely persist for 
more than a few yards, the clean blue alternating with dis- 
eolored yellow and brittle fibre. 

Grading. 

Grading is invariably based on the fibre length, but 
there is, unfortunately, some divergence in the systems of 
classification. Broadly speaking six types of fibre can be 
distinguished. 


Grade S. 44” to 14” Grade C, 114” to 134” 
Grade A, 1%” to 34” Grade D, 134” to 2” 
Grade B, 34” to 114.” Grade E, greater than 2” 


The color of the fibre is usually lavender blue but var- 
iations in color are not abnormal especially in the Northern 
section. Continental manufacturers appear to judge the 
quality of a fibre by its color—a fibre which, on rubbing to 
a polish with the thumb gives a clear blue color, being pre- 
ferred for spinning purposes. Discolored fibre due to in- 
filtrated iron oxides is common and is classified in the same 
way as clean blue but with the distinguishing prefix D, thus 
DA, DB ete. These fibres are usually harsh and brittle 
but occasionally of useful strength, and these find a limited 
market. 

Crocidolite is not ecobbed with such facility as chryso- 
tile. The hard rock cleaves easily but there is usually a 
thin skin of adherent rock not readily removed. Cobbing 
is usually performed by the wives and children of the 
native workers who sit in the mouths and vicinity of the

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adits and pound the crude rock with hammers on stone 
anvils. Facility in grading is soon obtained by the eye 
alone tho it is not good practice to leave the grading en- 
tirely to the natives as is done at some mines, especially 
when they are paid according to grade and quantity. At 
the larger mines all asbestos under 34” is graded by rotary 
trommels and the Cape Asbestos Company employs an 
ingenious classifier for the shorter grades. 

Mining is usually by open cast work sometimes extend- 
ing underground on the dip. The contract system is uni- 
versally in vogue. At the larger mines in the Southern 
section the fibre shoot is clocked out in uniform sizes and 
natives contract to stope out the productive rock, being paid 
by the foot for stopage in addition to earning so much per 
bag of cobbed fibre according to the grade. Tools and 
mining stores, with the exception of candles and explosives, 
are supplied. Employing overhand stoping, a block 100 ft, 
long, 6 ft. high and 18 in. thick can be stoped out in about 
three months, the whole section being completed in two to 
three years. It is estimated that 30 tons of rock are mined 
for every ton of fibre recovered. 

Crocidolite has a greater spinnable proportion than 
chrysotile, amounting to 70%. American manufacturers 
seem to have difficulty in obtaining a sufficiently fiberized 
product when they use the crocidolite. The fibre as pre- 
pared does not mix well with Canadian white. The super- 
iority of Blue for many specialized purposes is now recog- 
nized and the activities of the Cape Asbestos Company in 
England and the continent are doing much to develop the 
market. The resources of the blue asbestos fields are un- 
limited and producers will be able to keep pace with market 
requirements. (To Be Continued)

So many times in reading articles or checking statistics on 
African asbestos we have wondered just where in Africa this 
mine or that district is located. The above map and key is so 
designed that in future our readers can turn to them and locate 
almost any African asbestos mine mentioned. We hope it will 
serve its purpose and will be of much assistance to our readers. 
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MARKET CONDITIONS 


So many and varied are the things which affect the 
general market situation that it is almost impossible to pro- 
perly assemble them and so judge of their combined eco- 
nomie effect. 

The continued unsettled conditions in the Ruhr, the 
low price of wheat, making the farmer’s dollar less valu- 
able, the nearing ‘‘presidential’’ year, and the sudden 
death of President Harding and consequent doubt on the 
part of many as to the course which will be pursued by the 
new President, Calvin Coolidge, are just a few of the many 
things which go to make up a most confusing situation. 

One of our English correspondents tells us that condi- 
tions in Europe continue to be unfavorable, the reparations 
problem overshadowing everything, and that until this diffi- 
culty is out of the way there seems to be no likelihood of a 
return to satisfactory business conditions. 

So far as asbestos is concerned, probably the adjective 
best descriptive of the situation would be ‘‘dull.’’ Sellers 
of raw material find very little demand, due to the preva- 
lent belief among buyers (a belief which we would say is 
not warranted by facts) that prices of raw material will 
continue to recede. How can they, when the mine operators 
are now making no profit? Stocks in buyers’ cellars are 
therefore rather low, and it is reasonable to suppose that 
sooner or later, when these stocks must be replenished, 
prices will gradually advance. 

Considerable curtailment of building (the home build- 
er likewise looking for lower prices) has affected the paper 
market to the extent of making the manufacturers of paper 
very pessimistic, altho in reality their line is more active 
than others, and prices are fairly stable. 

The textile line should be fairly busy owing on the 
one hand to the great industrial activity, and on the other 
to the advertising campaign being carried on by the manu- 
facturers of brake lining and now well under way. Price, 
however, cuts a good deal of figure in all textile lines and 
as one of our English correspondents puts it, ‘‘prices are 
severely cut by competitive bids for business—especially 
from ear builders, whose attempts to make sales seem to 
have inspired in them generally, a system of buying which

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calls only for the lowest price irrespective of quality or 
results.’’ 

Quite a bit of investigation is being conducted by the 
Bureau of Standards, the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers, etc., on theater curtains, but it is at present too 
early to predict the result of these activities. 

Manufacturers and sellers of asbestos shingles report 
that while the month of July was somewhat slower than 
previous ones, demand is at present good, and there is every 
reason to believe that the coming fall months will show 
very good business. 


Not long ago we suggested that several new factories 
for the manufacture of asbestos cement slates were being 
contemplated here in the States. This seems to be true of 
other countries as well, Africa being the newest entrant in 
the field. It is hardly possible, of course, owing to the long 
haul, that the African cement slate business will affect the 
trade in this country to any very great extent.

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EDITORIALS 


The death of Warren Gamaliel Harding, President of 
these United States, on Thursday, August 2nd, is mourned 
by not only these United States, but by all other civilized 
nations of the world. 

Mr. Harding’s businesslike attitude toward affairs of 
State made him well liked by practically everyone, and his 
recent solicitation for a World Court, and efforts to have 
the United States play its proper part in the world’s affairs 
were finding more and more favor with the American 
publie. 

This issue of ‘‘ASBESTOS”’ would not be complete 
without this tribute to his memory. 


Substituting Asbestos for Other Fibres. 

Many suggestions have been made recently as to the 
substitution of asbestos for other fibres in various textile 
materials, prominent among these being canvas and duck. 
The idea is that if a quantity of asbestos were mixed with 
the cotton, it would make the canvas or duck stronger, fire- 
proof or partially so, and, at the present prices of asbestos 
and cotton, would make the cost of the material quite a bit 
less. 

Manufacturers of canvas and other materials, however, 
do not seem to regard the suggestions with much favor, 
perhaps because the handling of two entirely different 
materials would be rather inconvenient, and this incon- 
venience might prove more expensive than the slight saving 
would warrant. 

Recently we were told that asbestos fibre is being used 
in the manufacture of fibre silk, but so far we have failed 
to find anything to confirm this idea. Jones, in his book 
‘*Asbestos and Asbestic,’’ suggests this possibility, and 
there is a chance that the experiment has been tried, but if 
so we find no record or knowledge of it. One man who has 
made some little investigation of the subject tells us that in 
his opinion the possibility of getting a textile product that 
would contain even a minor percentage of asbestos fibre 
and would have the appearance of even the poorest grades 
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of silk, is very remote, while such replacement, or substitu- 
tion, would be very easy to detect. 

If any of our readers have any definite (or indefinite) 
information on this subject, we would be very glad to have 


it.

On several occasions we have heard that asbestos is 
used in acousticon treatment for ceilings and walls of rooms 
where there is a great deal of noise, but until recently we 
were unable to obtain any authoritative statement on the 
subject. 

We now find that Asbestos is not used for such a pur- 
pose, our informant being no less of an authority than 
the Babson Institute, a member of whose staff made a spe- 
cial investigation of sound deadening installations. The 
material used for the purpose is a specially treated hair 
felt, and this is covered with other materials, such as oil 
cloth, cheesecloth or linen, attractively decorated, and used 
for the sake of appearance only. 


Louis Israel Frichette 


July 19th, 1923, marked the passing of another pioneer 
in the asbestos industry—Louis Israel Frichette. 

Mr. Frichette was at one time part owner of the Fri- 
chette & Dauville property, one of the best known crude 
producing mines in the Black Lake district. In the year 
1888 this mine was sold to an English company known as 
the United Asbestos Company, Limited, of London. Later 
it was purchased by the Amalgamated Asbestos Company, 
and is now, of course, a part of the Asbestos Corporation 
of Canada. 

Mr. Frichette was born in St. Ferdinand de Halifax, 
Megantie county, Quebec, in 1848. Besides his activities in 
the asbestos field, he was one of the big lumber men in the 
Black Lake district and represented the county of Megan- 
tie at Ottawa as a Conservative member for several terms. 
He leaves a wife and twelve children.

The Legend of James Asbestum

It appears that James As- 
bestum’s patent has now expired, and therefore you so- 
called Asbestos Miners attempt to lead people to believe 
that there is such a substance as asbestos dug out of the 
ground, and pass it off on the manufacturers of Asbestos 
yarn, paper and the like, as mined material. 

The gentleman referred to says that while the so-called 
miners may deceive others, they cannot deceive him. 

Well, we had never heard of North Carolina being 
particularly anti-prohibitionistic, but—it’s along the coast 
you know. 

Really, if the story were not so wildly preposterous, we 
would accuse some of our good natured New York friends 
of making it up, but we do not believe even the cleverest 
would think up as wild a tale as that. 

The information, or rather mis-information, was con- 
tained in a letter received by an asbestos mining concern. 


The Asbestos Trade of India 


By S. B. BANERJEA 
Formerly Editor ‘‘The Calcutta University Magazine’’ 
Several asbestos deposits have been discovered in In- 
dia, but with the exception of one or two of them, are not 
being worked. The owners are asking a high price for 
their stuff, which no bonafide buyer is willing to pay. 
There ig an asbestos ring in India, which controls the 
market for asbestos goods and renders sales at high prices 
difficult. No wonder very little Indian asbestos has gone 
out of the country. Some Indians have started manufac- 
turing asbestos packing from imdigenous material, which 
is having good sale. 
During the official year, April 1919 to March 1920, 
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India imported raw asbestos weighing 39 ewts., valued at 
4,530 rupees, from the United Kingdom. During the same 
period of 1920-21, she imported only 3 ewts. of raw asbes- 
tos, valued at 710 rupees; and during the same period of 
1921-22 she purchased 6 ewts. valued at 820 rupees. Of the 
above 39 ewts. Bengal took 20 and Bombay 19. 

As for asbestos packing, the following figures are 
worth studying :

Kingdom and the United States did the largest volume of 
business, followed by Belgium and Japan. The United 
States has a good field for her products in India, and if she 
will exploit it more systematically, she will be able to se- 
cure a larger volume of business. Indians do not discrim- 
inate between one country and another. They want goods 
cheap. This is clear from the fact that Belgium and Jap- 
anese products, which are cheap, sell well in India.

The first one reported, No. 1,451,828, an apparatus for 
making Asbestos Yarn, was listed as being assigned by John Al 
len Heany to the Raybestos Products Corporation, The number 
should have been 1,451,824, and the assignee, the Rockbestos 
Products Corporation. 

On June 26th, No. 1,460,118, Linked Brake Band Lining, Serial 
No. 577,935, filed July 27th, 1922, and granted to Alvin H. Sweet 
of Los Angeles, Calif., assignor one third to Charles A. Sweet, 
and one third to Charles R. Twitchell, both of Los Angeles, 
Calif. Described as in combination a brake band; a lining com- 
prising a plurality of flexibly connected sections, said sections 
being adapted for mutual disengagement by transverse sliding 
under clips adapted for transverse sliding engagement with said 
sections; means for aligning said sections within said band; and 
means for attaching said clips to said band. 

On June 26th, No. 1,459,744, Flexible Packing and process 
for making it, Serial No, 429,349, filed December 9th, 1920, 
granted to James Ostrander, Indianapolis, Ind., assignor to the 
Grapho-Metal Packing Company. Described as the process of 
manufacturing packing which consists in impregnating a sheet 
of fibrous material with a lubricant, spreading a layer of metallic 
packing composition thereon, rolling said sheet to form a mass, 
and “cmpressing said mass into any desired shape.

279,831, filed February 28, 1919, granted to Wallace W. Green- 
wood, Worcester, Mass., assignor to the Norton Company, Wor- 
cester, Mass. Described as a composition of matter comprising 
preshrunk magnesia grains, forming the major portion of the 
total mass and a ceramic bond proportionate and constituted to 
unite the grains into a super-refractory body which will with- 
stand drying and firing without detrimental shrinkage, 

On July 17th, No. 1,462,391, Brake Block, Serial No. 482991 
filed July 7, 1921, granted to R. J. Stokes, Trenton, N. J., as 
signor to the Thermoid Rubber Company. Described as a curved 
bearing block consisting of layers of Asbestos fabric and a vu'- 
canizable binder, the face of the block having tapered, parallel 
grooves, the fabric at and over the face of the block being cut 
to expose the ends thereof at the grooves.
